Girls who are capable enough to be' 
self-supporting are too spirited and too 
Independent to desire to bo patronized 
by the wealthy women of a community, 
and girls who have homes would be 
Just as quick to resent the imputation 
of a charity. "We are earnestly solicit- 
ing the co-operation and support of 
all the women of Oakland, and I be- 
lieve that when our ideas are thor- 
oughly understood we will not lack 
for the assistance we need so much at 
this time.

According to a Reno dispatch,' the Truckee-Carson irrigation 


" system constructed by the Federal government under the national 


'arid land reclamation law, covers, in addition to a vast area of the 
unoccupied public domain, about 9000 acres of the Central Pacific 
Railroad land'grant which consists of the alternate sections. " W."H. 
Mills, the general land agent of the company, has conceived .the 
idea of establishing an experimental farm within 
this'" area, to, 


demonstrate the productive capacity of the soil" and climate under 


• an intelligent artificial application of water. The land has hitherto" 
! been unsalable, as it will not produce crops from the natural rain- 


fall.

Artificial irrigation" of the land is an art which must be in-; 


tellig*ntly understood and carried .olit before-satisfactory results 
are obtainable. 
Good farmers in a country where the land needs 


' to be drained,', oiving to the excess of moisture produced by the 


natural rainfall, are not necessarily competent tillers of the soil 
when farming methods must be reversed. It took the farmers and 
fruit-growers on the irrigable lands of southern California and the 
Sail Joaquin valley a great many years of experimentation with the 


• artificial use of water on their lands to reach a stage of perfection. 
In.'the earlier years of their experience there was an enormous waste 
of water which produced some results, from an agricultural view- 
point, that were not altogether satisfactory. 
Every irrigationist 


• learned something from his neighbor and better results .followed 


generally, while the same water resources were spread over an area 


-i vastly greater than'that covered by the wasteful primitive methods 


i of irrigation. 
But that process of development 
was 
slow 
and 


; costly. 


The value of the Mills plan of an experimental irrigation farm 


in the railroad company's arid land territory to settlers there is that 


; it will serve the purposes of ah object lesson which every practical 


1 farmer will easily comprehend and intelligently apply. It will be 


', 'an educational agent in practical agriculture under'strictly artificial 


'methods of the highest value. 
That will, doubtless, be the general 


i effect, although primarily the scheme is to be employed as an agent 


; to encourage settlement within the arid land area and as a demon- 


stration that with water available to moisten the naturally parched 


: and unproductive soil, and, without any reasonable possibility' of a, 


failure in the supply and the removal of all fear of. drought and 


; its disastrous effects, this same arid territory 
can 
be 
brought 


profitably under the highest stage of productivity. 


The experimental farm is to be 
conducted and developed 


strictly as a business proposition. Every item of &pense will be 
included in the record of its development. Intending settlers will, 
therefore, not be buying the land, however forbidding it may appear 
in its uncultivated state, without possessing a full knowledge of 
every detail in advance of what it is possible to accomplish with 
it, if the example set before them by'the practical object lesson is 
faithfully followed. .' 


It is not often that big corporations become benevolent agents. 


.They are usually described as soulless, having but one object in view, 
namely, the enrichment of their own stockholders with little, if 
any, regard for the welfare of the public at large. But in this' Ne- 
vada experimental irrigation farm on the Central Pacific arid land 
grant, the Southern Pacific Company will really be occupying the 
position of a public benefactor, because others, than the settlers 
buying locations from the corporation will reap a benefit from- its 
work in developing a profitable system of farming by artificial irri- 
gation. If such a farm had been started in the irrigable land districts 
in southern and central California in early days, and conducted on

Both corporations have taken cognizance of the 
fact that the native forests from which they have been drawing 
their timber supply are approaching a state of exhaustion. If that 
stage were reached without making provision for an artificial source 
of supply, these corporatons would be placed in a very serious pre- 
. dicament in the course of a few years. Their purpose is to anticipate 
such a contingency. 
And while "a selfish motive underlies their 


scheme of forestry development, it is an object lesson of the greatest 
value to those possessing lands which cannot profitably produce 
any other kind of crop. The demonstration that the rapid growing 
eucalyptus is a forest tree of 'great commercial utility is, in fact, of 
-incalculable value to the vast frostless zone of the country which is 
peculiarly adapted to its culture.

appeared in court AA-ith- counsel some fifty-five times and 
announced his readness to go to trial at once.' but each time the 
prosecution has secured a postponement. No secret is made of 
the determination to push the case against Ruef on the French 
restaurant indictments to a conclusion before alloAving the 
to have his day in "court. 


There are tAvelve Superior Judges in San Francisco and

ment in which he could be given a speedy trial. But it does not 
suit the purposes of the prosecution to have the case transferred.

None of the other Judges hanker after trying Sehmitz and 


Ruef, and Judge Dunne does. In this respect, his inclinations 
chime_Avith the plans of the prosecution. A disagreeable, duty 
that his colleagues on the Superior bench are desirous of eA-'adiug 
is performed by him Avith cheerful alacrity. His preference also 
is to try Ruef first and let the Mayor wait for his turn. Hence 
Schmitz has asked in A ain more than half a hundred times to be 
put on trial immediately.

originated several years ago in local politics, and has increased 
in bitterness Avith time and successive events, it cropped out the 
very first time, the Schmitz case AVBS called in court. On each 
succeeding occasion the remarks of court and counsel have car- 
ried a note of challenge and defiance. 


Many judges Avould be averse to trying men against whom 


<hey entertain a stiong personal repugnance amounting to vig- 
orous dislike and toward Avhose attorneys they feel undisguised 
'animosity, but Judge Dunne is not built that way. Because he 
dislikes a man is na reason, according to his way of thinking, 
Avhy he should not assist in punishing'him. 


As Judge Dunne has been politically hostHe to Schmitz and 


Ruef and a severe critic of the municipal administration, it is 
easy to understand Avhy the Mayor and his former ally are ex- 
tremely reluctant to be tried before him. They do not'like him 
and Ins friends, and Judge Dunne and his friends heartily dis- 
like the Mayor and his friends. 


The situation is pleasing to Heney, who knows that neither 


Schmitz nor Ruef c,an expect any favors at the hands of Judge. 
Dunne and that their attorneys are persona non grata with him. 
Therefore, he wants the cases kept in Judge Dunne's court and

It is true 
that the decision Avas based on the fact that the commitment 
failed to set forth the language adjudged to be contemptuous 
but it is nevertheless construed to be a turndown for Judo? 
Dunne. It gives color to the charge of Ruef's friends that Dunne 
has, been exceeding his judicial poAvers to assist the prosecution 
It is alleged by the District Attorney's

friends that Ach, Shortridge and Barrett have undertaken to 
stink him out of the case: that they are goading and covertly in- 
sulting him constantly in the hope that in a fit of anger and dis- 
gust he will request the presiding judge to transfer the cases to 
some other department or under incessant prodding give way to 
his temper and display animus to an extent that will vitiate th» 
entire proceedings before him.

But when it came doAvn 
to taking actual testimony, delivered under oath in a court of 
justice, Mr. White's reputation Avas in a measure bleached Of 
course, his name wffl not go ringing down the halls of time as an 
emblem of purity, but he certainly will not be remembered as 
the fiend that Dehnas tried to paint him. That his killino- was 
a cold-blood murder of the most despicable type is agreed bv all 
sane people. He was not given a. show to defend himself and 
AA-as shot like a dog. 


Thaw's excuse, or rather the excuse of Thaw's laAvfers that 


he was a victim of emotional insanity when he killed the great 


architect was very easily shattered by Distriei Attorney Jer- 
ome's closing speech to the jury. Through the evidence given in 
court and the evidence taken before .the Grand Jury Avhich was 
ruled out durkig the'proceedings before Justice Fitzgerald. Jer- 
ome Avas able to show that Thaw had deliberately planned the 
murdei of his rival and that he had for months b»eii simply Avait- 
ing to catch Stanford White off his guard so that he could kill 
him without any fear of danger to himself.

.'.'hole structure to the ground. I was 
11 no way scared, however. Indeed, I 
vas as cool" as a cucumber. I found 
he two doors locked, and I had. to 
screw off the lock, but even then it 
vould not operi\and a heavy hammer 
mfl cold chisel had to be requisitioned. 


"Needless to say, . this caused the 


ower to vibrate terribly and my work- 
men were very much scared. The tow- 
er shook at every stroke of the hamT

Event- 
ually. I succeeded ,in getting: t,he doors 
open and off, and flung them to the 
ground, which caused 'another vibra- 
-io^n. 
''My next attempt was to get into the 


clock, whicn I found fully wound up,

clock. I found that the winding key 
and gears were all gone, which, made- 
he situation almost hopeless, but by 
presence of mind I soon found a. scheme 
which enabled me to run 
down . the 


works without a key. This made the 
escapement wheel ny over at a thou- 
sand revolutions a minute. With the 
palms of my hands I kept the shaft 
in check, as the vibration" of the tower 
\vas enough to .unnerve the most cour- 
ageous. 
I had to do the same with 


rngard to the striking, part where the 
weight was heavier, and as the weightr. 
went down the vibration ceased, and 
I could walk around with more ease. 
"I then took, out the works, piece by 


piece and let'them down to tlie ground 
by' means of a rope from the outer gal- 
lery in-front of the dials.

"THE 
MYSTICS." 


By Katherine Cecil Thurston. 


(Pub. by Harpers: New York and 


London, price SI.50.) 


In "The Mystics" Katherine Cecil 


Thurston has returned to the manner 
of her most popular book, "The Mas- 
querader," which aroused so much in- 
terest and comment. .The new . vol- 
ume, 
while less close to human na- 


ture, is very striking in plot and holds 
the reader from start to finish. 


The opening chapter depicts a. death 


scene. Andrew Henderson, a hard and 
wealthy old man, his dying'. 
At his 


side watching his feeble Inhallngs and 
exhalings stands his only relative and 
evident heir. This lonely watcher, John 
Henderson, is in an unusual frame of 
mind. He thir.ks of the father, whose 
.foolish quarrel with his father had cost 
him the losii of his heritage; he looks 
at his father's brother, who profited by 
the trouble; visions of the poverty and 
sorrows of his patient, beloved mother 
rise before him and the knowledge that 
the cruel days arc over fills him .with 
relief. 
The seven years during which 


lie has served his uncle as secretary- 
seem at last worth while. 
The term 


had been long and cruel,, he had been 
repressed and fretted till his youth 
had fairly faded away. But the mis- 
sion, the recovery of the property to 
its rightful owner has apparently suc- 
ceeded, and with a feeling of relief he 
watches his unsympathetic relative ex- 
pire.

-whatever It may be, desire for sweet 
intercourse, laffectlon, ambition, vani- 
ty's petting, genuine friendship, turn- 
ed to a nasslon by "'the p'hy'slcal fever 
between .thoiseies.

"Now 
from my.,^definition you, will 


see that I do not make passion a qual- 
ity. 
Passion is a single, simple ele- 


ment, which I will presently attempt 
to explain. The quality of- love Is given 
by the natural .characteristics of the 
man or woman' who loves;, and tha 
ruling motive determines the character 
of' love; vanity plus passion makes 
coquetry;' heroism, self-sacrifice, gen- 
erosity, plus passion makes the love 
that dies for the loved orie, be he good 
or bad.

From the recent action 
of a university society in the case 
of a member whose temperament 
was not agreeable to her associ- 
ates we should judge that the au- 
thorities higher up might consid- 
er the advisability of putting it be- 
yond the power of a clique of 
pupils to put a stigma upon the 
character of any of the student 
body. It has been obvious to the 
more earnest of the teaching pro- 
fession, for at least fifteen years, 
that these secret organizations 
are an evil, that they encourage- 
snobbishness and the pride of ex- 
clusiveness and other affectations 
that have no place in any institu- 
tion supported by general taxa- 
tions. Pupils of the present gen- 
eration, and their parents, also, 
misapprehend the purpose of the 
public school system. The state 
does not educate individuals for 
the benefit ,of individuals, but for 
the benefit of the state. Discipline 
is an important element of educa- 
tion and no "education is complete 
in which that element has been 
neglected. But nowadays parents 
and pupils act upon the theory 
that education is merely a matter 
of equipping boys and girls with 
a knowledge of certain subjects 
which will facilitate their journey 
througtiy life, 
ff such_ were the 


only purpose of education, bache- 
lors and,parents,who are able to 
educate their own children would 
be justified in protesting against 
being assessed for the support'of 
a public school system. This is a 
point that it might be -well for 
the school authorities themselves 
to ponder whenever they feel in- 
clined to grant concessions to 
pupils at the instigation of par- 
ents. Theyr should remember that 
their authority, proceeds*from the 
state and not from their mothers 
and fathers. _We~have 
too far away from the principle
